REPORT OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE: 


Fellow Citizens,—Another school year has been completed 
and I submit the report of schools for the year ending March 
Ist, 1884. 

The condition of the schools is good, and the amount of 
work performed will compare favorably with former years. 
Their present standing will compare favorably with other schools. 
Six teachers have been employed, of whom four taught for the 
first time. The first term of any teacher may be said to be an 
experiment, and it is but just to say that these new teachers 
promise well, It speaks well for scholars and teacher to have 
the same teacher during the year. It is better for the school 
and more and better work can be accomplished by one teacher 
during the year than with a new teacher each term. All the. 
teachers have appeared interested in their work and have labored 
earnestly and faithfully. While all the schools have shown 
good proficiency, there is room for improvement. 


During the year [ have introduced Meservey’s Grammar 
School Book-keeping as being simple, practical and well adapted 
as a text book from which to learn the keeping of ordinary ac- 
counts. This knowledge should be acquired by every scholar, 
male and female. I also introduced the Spencerian Tracing 
Books, as being better adapted for teaching the younger pupils 
penmanship than the Common copy book. It was not intended 
they should take the place of the writing books in use for the 
older scholars. 

I wish to call the attention of teachers and others to an 
amendment to the law, regarding text books which takes efleet 
March Ist. The amendment provides that in addition to the 
studies priviously named in the law, ‘‘teachers should be exam- 
ined in physiology and hygeine, with special reference to the 
effects of stimulants and narcotics upon the human system.”’ 
Also ‘‘that physiology and hygeine including special reference 
to the effects of alcoholic stimulants and narcotics upon the bu- 
man system shall be prescribed in schools sufficiently advanced.” 


The examinations of the Grammar school under the instruc- 
tion of Mr. Bates, showed good work well performed. He is 
very successful in bis methods of instruction. The closing exer- 
cises upon the blackboard showed that the scholars thoroughly 
understood the subjects they had been over. 

The North Primary under the tuition of Miss Butler, did 
well. This was Miss B’s first attempt at teaching and she met 
with good success. Following the close of the fall term, Miss 
Butler, assisted by her pupils, gave an exhibition at the town 
hall and the little folks performed their parts well. 

The South Primary taught by Miss Bemis appeared well at 
the summer examination. The fall term closed abruptly by 
sickness of the teacher. Miss Bemis is a good teacher and it 
was unfortunate that she couldu’t finish the school. The winter 
term was taught by Miss Aldrich. The school made satisfac- 
tory progress during the year. | 

Miss Aldrich’s first attempt at teaching was in District No. 
2. She labored earnestly and the school made good progress. 

The school in District No. 3 was taught by Miss Hurlbutt, 
also a beginner. She devoted her time and energies to the 
good of the school which was conducted with satisfaction. 

The school in District No. 4 was taught by Miss Wright, 
who seemed to possess the confidence and esteem of her pupils, 
and- succeeded in interesting’ them in their studies, and very 
wood progress was made, | | 

The amount of money appropriated for the support of schools: 
was $1207.43, raised by law $1075, literary fund $98.43, 
other sources $34. Amount appropriated for each district cai 
be learned by consulting sclectmen’s report. Amount of money 
to each scholar $6.78. The total number of weeks school was 
137.6. Average number of weeks to each school 22.93, Numn- 
of visits by citizens and others, 226. Number of visits by pru- 
dential committee, 10. Number of visits by superintending 
committee, 24. Number of children in town reported by select- 
men, 131: males 57, females 74. . Of 178 scholars only 8 have 
not been absent or tardy during the year.
